$1,890,646 LEFT ' 
IN JFK ESTATE 

Information Is Available 
Now to Public 

BOSTON (AP) - John P. 
Kennedy had personal and real 
property valued at $1,890,646.45 
at -the time of his death, records 
at the State Department of Cor- 
porations and Taxation show. 

The money does not include 
the many millions the late presi- 
dent is believed to have placed 
in trusts for his wife and chil- 
dren. 

The figure is available on onl> 
one official document, an inven 
tory of assets filed with the in 
heritance division of the depart 
ment, by Sen. Edward M. Ken 
nedy as an executor of hi 
brother's will. 

The information becam 
available Thursday, more tha 
six years after Kennedy was a .< 
sassinated, when Atty. Ger 
Robert H. Quinn told state Ta 
Commissioner Cleo F. Jaile 
that he could furnish a copy o 
the inventory to the press. 

Quinn’s opinion now opens aL 
such inventories to the public. 

Among other things, the in- 
ventory reveals that Kennedy 
loaned a sizeable sum to his sis- 
ter, Patricia, and her then hus- 
band, actor Peter Lawford; that 
he held no war-related stocks; 
and that his various checking 
accounts contained almost 
$114,000. 

His personal estate, the Inven- 
tory showed, consisted of 
stocks, bonds and accrued inter- 
est, all valued at $715,239.23; 
mortgages, notes and cash at 
$116,377.37; furniture and fur- 
nishings in his Hyannis Port 
house $2,954, and “other miscel- 
laneous intangible personal pro- 
perty,” $1,009,814.85. 

The inventory also lists: roy- 
alties due him from publishers 
Harper & Row, $45,353.89; 
$62,734.27 from a trust set up for 
him; $21,615.23 from a trust set 
up for his late brother, Joseph 
P. Kennedy Jr.; $21,646.19 re- 
ceivable from the trust set up in 
the name of his sister, Kathleen 
Kennedy Hartington; $557,341 
representing a partnership in 
Merchandise Mart, established 
by his late father, Joseph P. 
Kennedy, and copyrights on his 
writings estimated at a value of 
$275,000.
